Elba's Support the Troops Rally 
became a victory celebration last 
Saturday morning as between 150 
and 200 area citizens gathered in Ti- 
ger Stadium, 

Much to satisfaction of the people 
in Elba and all over the world, a 
cease fire was declared earlier in the 
week as American and Allied forces 
overwhelmed Saddan Hussein's 
army. 

It looked like it was going to 
come a downpour right up until the 
beginning of the ceremony, but it 
didn't and everything proceeded as 
planned. 

The program began with the pres- 
entation of the colors - raising of the 
American flag and the singing of the 
national anthem, The flag was car- 
ried and presented to the honor 
guard by a group of youngsters who 
had either a father or a brother serv- 
ing in Operation Desert Storm. 

Taking part on the program were 
students from Elba High School and 
other area vocalists who sang several 
songs that reflected the feelings of 


everyone during the past few 
months, There were times that those 
in the crowd were visibly moved by 
what they were witnessing. 

Thought provoking poems and 
recilalions were given by several stu- 
dents who seen to say it all for those

gathered in the stadium. 

You could see and feel the swell 
of pride when representatives of the 
military addressed the crowd. They 
expressed, on the behalf of service 
men and women everywhere, their 
appreciation for the support and ap- 
preciation shown for all military per- 
sonnel during Operation Desert 
Shield and Desert Storm. 

One highlight of the program was 
when the military representative 


from Ft. Rucker asked everyone to 
think of someone, a family member 
or friend serving in Saudi, and to 
hollow as loud as they possibly 


could, You would have thought that 
the Elba Tigers had just scored a 
winning touchdown! 

Another stirring moment came 
when the “Honor Roll” was read. All 
the names of those (that were 
known) serving in Operation Desert 
Storm were read and _ relatives 
present were asked to stand as their 
loved one's name was called. You 
could see the PRIDE and the CON- 
CERN and yes, even the RELIEF 
all showing on their faces at the 
same time, 

Those present were informed of 
the impressive board that has been 
erected at the intersection of AL 
Hwy. 87 (Troy Highway) and AL 
189 (Brantley Highway). The names 
of all those serving in Desert Storm 
who are from the Elba area or have 
close relatives in the area are being 
listed on the “Roll of Honor.” 

As the rally came to a close and a 
prayer for lasting peace and the safe 
return of American troops was of-

According to Representative Jim- 
my Holley, Perry Hand, director of 
the state highway department, will 
hold a public meeting in Enterprise, 
Wednesday, March 13, 1991, 


Origin of the 
U.S.'s national 
anthem 


“Oh say, can you see, by the 
dawn's early light / What so proudly 
we hailed at the twilight’s last gleam- 
ing?” March 3 marks the 60th anni- 
versary of Congress’ vote to official- 
ly adopt the “Star-Bangled Banner” 
as he national anthem. 

Few people know how “The Star- 
Bangled banner” came to be written, 
In the early hours of September 14, 
1814, Francis Scott Key penned the 
lyrics to the United States’ national 
anthem, He wrote the words to the 
song when he and lawyer John S. 
Skinner saw the American flag still 
flying over Fort McHenry after a 
battle with the British during the 
War of 1812. 

That same year actor Ferdinand 
Durang sang the song to the melody 
of a song Americans knew as “Ad- 
ams and Liberty.” This marked the 
first time the anthem was sung in 
public, Although it became popular 
immediately, it was 117 years before 
Congress gave it official status.

in the Ino Community. Reportedly, 
the plan then calls for the route to 
follow Hwy. 134 westward to Opp 
where it would once again intersect 
the present U. S. Hwy. 84. 

Rep. Holley encourages all inter- 
ested parties to attend this meeting. 

According to Holley, there are 
several road and bridge projects in 
the county for which state funds 
have or will soon be allocated. 

Holley made the statement that 
those who follow the growth of the 
state and nation and the city under- 
stand the role highways and roads 
play in the economic stability. He 
feels that good things are about to 
happen to Coffee County.

HEARING TO BE SCHEDULED BY N.B. COUNCIL

The Doer Shrine Club of Enter- 
prise appeared before the New 
Brockton City Council Tuesday, 
February 19, to request, if it was 
necessary, the rezoning of a parcel 
of land located on U. S. Hwy. 84E 
just inside the city limits. 

The Shriners were in the process 
of purchasing land belonging to Mr. 


Harold Brooks for the purpose of 


constructing a club building and to 
provide a site upon which to hold 
their annual fund raising events. 
Each year the organization spon- 
sors a horse show and a fair to raise 


funds for their historical charitable: 


activities. In the past the fair or car- 
nival has been held in conjunction 
with the Chicken Festival and the 
Shriners expressed a desire for the 
event to be known as the Coffee 
County Fair. 


In Monday evening's council 


meeting, Mr, James Haney, a resi- y 


dent in the vicinity of the land men- 
tioned above, was present to voice 
his opposition to the Shriner's propo- 
sal. 

Mr. Haney stated that he was not 
against the Shriners building a build- 
ing for the purpose of holding meet- 
ings, nor was he against the annual 
horse show, but he did object to the 
annual carnival. 

“I don't think any of you (the 
councilmen) would want a carnival 
in your backyard,” Haney said. 

Haney said that eventhough it 
was an annual event (one week 
long), one time was too much! 

He stated that he felt that there 
would be-a "traffic problem” and a 


“beer drinking problem,” 


“I just don't feel that it's a good 
idea to hold the carnival in a residen- 
tial area,” Haney concluded, 

Mayor Jim Driskell noted that 


to rezoning expressed 


this particular parcel of land was 
zoned A-C (Agricultural) and not 
residential. He also noted that the 
city had not experienced any prob- 
lems with the fair in the previous 
years that it has been held in New 
Brockton. It was near homes during 
those times too, 

Mr. Brooks presented the city 
council with a formal request to re- 
zone the land in question and an ad- 
ditional 18-1/2 acres from A-G to B- 
2 (Commercial Business). When 

. asked by Mr. Brooks how long this 
would take, Mayor Driskell in- 
formed him that first, a legal notice 
of a re-zoning hearing date on the 
matter would have to run for two 
weeks and then a public hearing 
would be held at that time. 

The mayor stated that the matter 
would then be resolved after all in- 
terested parties’ views were heard. 


A more precise location of the 
land is as follows: the site is east of 
New Brockton - north of U. S. Hwy. 
84E, across the dirt road running 
north adjacent to Wilkin's Industrial 


Park (Tin City). 
Continuing with the council meet- 
ing, Mayor Driskell recognized 


Scout Reuben Moguel, age 13, who 
was attending the meeting to observe 
the council in action inorder to ob- 
tain his Eagle Badge. He is a resi- 
dent of New Brockton and a member 
of Boy Scout Troop 99 in Enterprise. 

The councilmen voted to give city 
employees a SO¢ across-the-board 
raise to stay in line with the increase 
in minimum wage. Actually, the 
minimum wage is increasing by .45¢ 
($3.80 to $4.25) but the councilmen 
agreed to go a nickel better! 

Bills totaling $770.38 were ap- 
proved for payment by the council,

MARCH 1 WAS DEADLINE FOR COMPLIANCE 


Window tint law now being enforced 


Enforcement of Alabama's win- 
dow tinting law, §32-5-215, began 
on March 1. State troopers will be 
exercising leniency during the first 
two months of enforcement to help 
motorists comply with the law. 

The law prohibits window tinting 
that obscures a driver's vision and 
prevents occupants from being easily 
recognized or identified, All vehicles 
registered in Alabama are subject to 
the window tinting regulations. Vio- 
lators are subject to a fine of up to 
$100 on the first conviction, 

Tinting regulations include: 

PASSENGER CARS AND 

STATION WAGONS - On the 

front windshield the only area 

which may be tinted is the upper 
six inches, Rear window, side and 
door window tinting must allow 

al least 32% light wansmission, A 

3% variable will be allowed due 

Lo variations that may occur in the 

production of tinting matenal, Re- 


flective material may not reflect 
more than 20% of light. 
MULTIPURPOSE  PASSEN- 
GER VEHICLES - The wind- 
shield and windows to the right 
and left of the driver are subject 
to the same standards as passen- 
ger cars and station wagons. On 
windows behind the driver, the 
equivalent of factory tinting is 
permitied on vans, trucks, recrea- 
tional vehicles/molor homes, 
camper shells, slide-in campers, 
buses and two- and four-wheel- 
drive off-road vehicles. Such tint- 
ing must be accompanied by out- 
side rearview mirrors to the right 
and left of the driver, 

Persons who need their vehicle's 
window tinting checked for compli- 
ance may contact their local trooper 
post to schedule a window tinting 
check. In addition, local police de- 
partments and tinting dealers with 
light meters may check vehicles for 


compliance with the law, 

All new tinting must carry a stick- 
er of compliance and should be af- 
fixed by the tinting dealer, Cars with 
existing tinting that meets the stan- 
dards should also have a sticker of 
compliance. These stickers may be 
affixed by a tinting or the Depar- 
ment of Public Safety afer a light 
meter check has shown the vehicle 
io be in compliance. 

The vehicle tinting law allows for 
persons with certain medical condi- 
tions.Persons who wish to apply for 
exemption fro medical reasons may 
request an application form by writ- 
ing to: Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, Driver License Division, 
Medical Records Unit, P. O. Box 
1471, Montgomery, AL 36102-1471. 
Persons approved for the medical ex- 
emption will receive a Department 
of Public Safety certificate which 
must include an official stamp of ap- 
proval.

However if you lost a loved one or 
friend “few" doesn't fit very well with you this we understand 
But we are still pleased 


Watching the tube one night right after the ground war started, we 
saw on the news Iraqi prisoners of war being searched and moved to 
the rear. One Iraqi soldier was in a close up shot and lifted his lef 
hand to rub his forehead and it showed a plain wedding band just like 
ours. A sensation went over us suddenly and we decided it was our 
realization that here was a family man like the average American. 
Now he was going to again sec his family, after coming so close to 
death. We hope he and his friends are well treated and go home to 
tell their neighbors the Americans fed them well and treated them 
like human beings should be treated. That will be the best public re 
lations we can have with the Iraqi people. 


We continue to be fascinated with the strategy allied forces devised 
and carried out so successfully in the recent war, We read everything 
we see that will give a few more details of the thinking which went 
into the campaign, We salute the chain of command from the presi 
dent down to the squad leaders. The president was smart enough to 
stay out of the planning he knew nothing about; Defense Secretary 
Dick Cheney did whatever a defense secretary is supposed to do; 
General Colin Powell was smart enough to keep all branches of the 
service working together, etc.; General Schwarzkopf and his stast of 
American and allied planners knew (and did) their job and the sol- 
diers in the field were well trained and prepared to act. There is talk 
that General Powell would like anotlier term as Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff... .he has our vote. If he decides to enter national 
politics down the road sometime, we wouldn't object then either. 


Moniday we received a Letter To the Editor from Todd English, son 
of Billy and Edna English. He expressed what we are hearing a lot of 
lately. The troops who put their life on the line for freedom are gratc- 
ful for the overwhelming support they received from the American 
people. We, in turn, are grateful for their actions. 


We hope the Immigration Service folks don't come asking us the fa- 
mous cight questions which can cause people to be deported if they 
don't give the right answer. We have read about these questions In a 
number of publications... . it seems to be a good diversion from 
war news.We have been married a long time (over 25 years) and if 
correctly answering these questions is necessary to prove our mar- 
riage, we are in a world of hurt. We know the name of our father-in- 
law and which side of the bed our spouse sleeps on, and her educa- 
tion (both formal and from our harassment) but from there we are in 
trouble. We could guess at her height and get close on that one. She 
likes a lot of different foods; we don't know her weight (and ain't 
gonna ask); have no idea the color of her toothbrush ( it is the one on 
the top shelf); nor the kind of face cream she uses (it is that in the 
short fat jar which is always in the way when we try to put down our 
eye glasses at night). We flunk after missing 5 of 8. 


We are going to fuss at some gossipers right now. Saturday afternoon 
we were told of a story being repeated around town that the levee 
had a hole in it, people were busy piling sandbags into the hole, the 
river was already out of it's banks and the levee just wasn't going to 
hold, etc. We need to remember that folks are still a bit touchy about 
the river and flooding. In cases when all these folks had to do was 
look at the river, we scorn at those who repeat such tales, even it they 
try to blame someone else for the “facts” they are repeating.

Aubum has released two new 
plum varieties in which you might 
be interested. One is AU Rosa. The 
other variety is AU Cherry, These 
two varictics have excellent disease 
resistance and good tree vigor. Bi 
ther one of these will be good choic 
es for a home orchard. If you are in 
terested in planting plums, I would 
guevest that you trv one or hath nf 
these new varicties, The AU Cherry 
is a very dark red meated cherry 
where the meat in the plum of the 
AU Rosa is very much lighter, but 
both of these have shown well in 
tests by the Experiment Station 

Also, another variety just out is a 
new thornless blackberry. Blackber 
ries would be much more popular if 
we did not have to fight the thoms to 
pick them, The other thornless varie 
ties that have been out have not been 
erect and have had problems, but 
tests show that this new variety de- 
veloped by the University of Arkan 
sas seems to be very good. The name 
of this new thornless blackberry is 
Navaho. If you are putting in a new

District Attorney Joel Folmar ap 
peared before the commissioners 
Monday morning for the purpose of 
presenting a proposed resolution 
naming the new building to house 
the DA's offices.

“I've 
seen the operation, as far as the dis- 
trict attorney's office, come from a 
little hole in the wall in the basement 
of the Enterprise City Hall and po- 
lice department and go into two of 
fice buildings that you so graciously 
rented for us.” 

“Then we went into the building 
that ‘we presently occupy on North 
Edwards St,” he continued 

Folmar stated that the present of 
fices are very cramped for space, es- 
pecially since the addition of the 
Worthless Check Unit which has 
been added to his office to serve the 
local merchants. ; 

The new building, according to 
Folmar, will provide adequate room 
for his office to better serve the citi- 
zens of Coffee County. 

With that, District Attorney Fol- 
mar said, “I would like to propose 
something to you (the commission) 
and that is, that the new district attor- 
ney building be named in memory of 
two individuals that have contributed 
as much, if not more than any indi- 
viduals | have known, to the crimi- 
nal justice system of Coffee County 
and also to the State of Alabama.” 

The persons to whom the DA was 
referring were Circuit Judge Eris F. 
Paul and former District Attorney 


Lewey Stephens, Jr. Both of these 
gentlemen gave a combined total of 
65 years of service to the criminal 
justice system of this county and 
State 

Judge Paul served the Twelfth Ju- 
dicial Circuit as a judge from 1952 
to 1976. He also served as president 
of the Alabama Association of Cir- 
cuit Judges for eight years. 

Stephens served the Twelfth Judi- 
cial Circuit as district attorney for 
eighteen years - 1952-57 & 1965-78. 

According to Folmar, as a*prose- 
cutor, Stephens tried more cases than 
any other man in the stat's history. 

“Before their deaths, I could go 
anywhere in this state and I always 
heard, wherever I went, words of 
commendation for these two individ- 
uals,” said Folmar.

“They were two individuals who 
served this county that we can be 
proud of today and their memories.

The Elba City School Board 
talked about money, money, money 
last week in their regular meeting. 

The Board must by law each 
month approve all expenditures, in- 
cluding salaries. This is usually a 
routine matter but it does involve 
giving official blessings to the dis- 
bursement of over a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars per month. This month 
the figure was.over $300,000, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
explained in detail to board members 
just how the various federal flood 
damage dollars are entered into the 
accounting system. He noted certain 
funds could only be used for special, 
or line-item, purposes to win approv- 
al of state and federal auditors. 


The financial statement indicated 
the finances of the schools are 
healthy, with a fat bank account, due 
largely to the influx of three million 
dollars of federal disaster money to 
be used on the new schools,

In addition the board must sit in 
judgement over the investing of 
some $15,000,000 plus in the new 
school complex presently under con- 
struction.

City's audit report yields good news

The Elba City Council heard 
good news from their annual audit 
report Monday evening when Wins- 
ton Brunson said, “We were shocked 
at the condition of the city records 
following the flood, There were only 
two invoices we couldn't find for the 
full year and that is not uncommon 
in normal situations.” He added, 
“This is a credit to the administrative 
staff of the City.” 

Brunson pointed out to council 
members that wages for the past year 
were up about $137,000 or about 
29%, a fact he attributed to the long 
hours involved by devoted employ- 
ees during and following the flood of 
last March. 

The audit showed a huge jump in 
monies received and spent by the 
City during the past year. Over one 
million dollars in state and federal 
grant funds directly related to the 
flood were reflected in the bank ac- 
counts,

Revenue excluding the stale and 


federal grants actually increased 
$84,000, even with a decrease in 
sales tax ($11,972.28) and police 
fines ($5,376.15). The increase was 


due to increased licenses 
($15,553.03), interest on deposited 
funds ($19,859.67) and some 


$30,000 in miscellaneous and ser- 
vice charges, 

Every department except the 
street department exceeded the bud- 
get projections, Almost all of this 
variation is flood related. 

The street department operated 
for $92,775.37 less than budgeted 
and this too is flood related, The city 
planned to use city employees on a 
federally funded storm drainage pro- 
ject which was put on hold by the 
flood waters. 

The fire 
ed budget by $1,676.83. The overail 
expenditure was $467,033.75 above 
budget, again the cause is casily as 
signed to unexpected flood cost 

One surprising entry was that the 
total bad debts written off by the 
utility department for the fiscal year 
was $4,356. 1 l. 

The utility department income cx- 
ceeded $3 million for the year, How 
ever there was a drop in eclectic 
power sales of $103,000 during this 
period. The drop didn't reflect on he 
botiom line, due largely to a special 
three month waver of electricity de 
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mand charges from the wholesale 
supplier, 

The water department income 
was $234,568.51 for the year but the 
expense of pumping the water and 
maintaining the system plus the 
flood repairs, exceeded this income 
by $62,985.15. 

The sewer system is operated by 
the utility department, and the reve- 
nue conunues to fall short of expens- 
es, During the past fiscal year this 
expense exceeded income by 
$30,921.35 

Police chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported that law officers received 138 
complaints during the past two 
weeks. This included two taffic ac 
cidents. Thirty-two traffic citations 
were issued, including seven for 
DUI. There were ten criminal arrest 

During the same penod of time, 
the animal control officer picked up 
26 dogs. Three of these were sold 
and two retumed to their owner, 

Mayor Fred Moore reported the 
results of the land and equipment 
auction last Saturday was very suc- 
cessful. the obsolete equipment was 
sold for about $9,000 and the total 
land sales was $34,000 

The old city library was one of 
the properties sold and the auction 
price was $13,700. Three pieces of 
open land sold for $11,000, $5,100 
and $4,200 respectively
